Second Negro, Sought by the 
Mob, Under Guard of the 
State Troops 


CITIZENS ARE WAITING

Soldiers Are Prepared for a 
Renewal of the _ Trouble. 
Since the Mob Lynched a 
White Man as Well as a Ne- 
gro, Blacks Have No Fear of 
a Race War. 


Cairo, Ill., November 12.—With Ar- 
thur Alexander, last of the persons ar- 
rested In connection with the murder 
here Monday last of Miss Annie Pelley, 
safely out of town and some 350 mem- 
bers of the Fourth regiment of the 
Iilinois militia on guard in the streets 
and about the jail tonight, the mob 
spirit that has held Cairo for four days 
was quelled. 

No crowds were allowed to gather in 
any part of the city, and every known 
danger point was occupied by troops. 
Bayonets ruled where twenty-four 
hours before the rope, the torch and 
the pistol] had been in evidence. 

Alexander Sent Out of Town. 

Alexander, who was reported to have 
been implicated in the murder of Miss 
Pelley by the dying statement of 
“Froggy” James, one of the victims 
of last night's mob, was sent to en 


this afternoon. He was escorted from 
the jail to a special train on the Illi- 
nois Central railroad by seven compa- 
nies of militia, two of which, M, of 
Champaign, and G, of Effingham, were 
assigned to the duty of guarding the 
train, 

There were jeers and defiance for 
the militia from the small crowd that 
witnessed the departure. 

The word had gone about town that 
the negro was to be spirited away at 
4 o'clock. It was half an hour later 
that he was led from his cell and 
piaced between the files of company I. 

“Thats him!” “He'll come back.” 

“Burn the nigger’ and ‘We'll get 
him yet!" came from spectators who 
had been pressed back a half block 
from the entrance to the jail yard by 
C and L companies. 

Two sets of fours were in the ad- 
vance of the prisoner, who was hand- 
cuffed and flanked by deputy sheriffs, 
and two sets of fours followed, As 
the Vandalia men swung north toward 
the railroad, along Twentieth street, 
three companies cleared the street in 
advance of the escort and a like num- 
ber followed in the rear, keeping back 
the crowds that were augmented at 
every cross street of the half mile 
march to the train. The display of 
force was greater than the Caliroites 
had anticipated, and while there were 
murmurs all along the march, there 
was no effort made to break the line. 

Had a Salutary Effect. 

Brigadier General Frank P. Wells, 
of Decatur, commanding the second 
brigade of the guard, was in charge of 
the demonstration, and after it was 
he declared himself convinced 
the display of military force had

The local authorities left the dis- 
position of the prisoner to the state 
officials, and turned their attention 
to the murder of Miss Pelley and the 
riots of last night. Coroner's juries 
on the men Ivynched in each case found 
that “he came to his death by injurltes 
at the hands of persons unknown to 
us.” 

Sheriff Davis, in an extended inter- 
view, told of recognizing several mem- 
bers of the mob which took James 
from his care last night. He named 
“Mr. Logan,” of Cairo, as one, and ac- 
cused the postmaster and storekeeper 
or Karnak, Ill., as having accompanied 
men who searched the woods for the 
sheriff's party. 

Just what steps will be taken to 
bring to trial those implicated in the 
uprising has not yet been determined. 
Mayor George Parsons said he was 
asieep, and heard no shot or other 
sound to indicate that the city was in 
the grasp of a lawless horde. 

Alexander M. Wilson, state's attor- 
ney, stated that he was in several partys 
ef the city trying to quell the mov 
epirit, but would not say that he rec- 
ognized any of its leaders.

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NEW BUILDINL 
TU TAKE PLACE 
UF BERRY HOME 


Work of Tearing Down Build- 
ing Corner Walton and Fairlie 
Streels Has Begun 


FINE SIX-STGRY BUILDING 
TO BE ERECTED ON SITE 


Old Home of M. R. Berry Was 
One of the City’s Landmarks. 
The Site Was Purchased for 
$75,000---Architects Are Now 
Working on the Plans for the 
New Structure. 


Work on tearing down the home of 
the late M. R. Berry, at the corner of 
Walton and Fairlie streets, was begun 
yesterday, to make way for the hand- 
some . fireproof, six-story building 
which is to be erected on that site by 
W. M, Crumley, at a cost of $75,000. 

There are few, if any, homes in the 
city of Atlanta which are so typical 
of Old Atlanta as the little red brick 
home, which sets only one step above 
the ground, with its white and blue 
octagonal marble flag stones leading 
from the gate to the steps. For some 
time now this place, for years the 
home of one of Atlanta’s richest build- 
ers, has seemed lost and dwarfed as it 
sat facing the towering Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham and Atlantic building, across 
the etreet, immediately in front, while 
the giant Federal pbuilding raised 


The boxwood and 
tiny grass plot, with its flower-bed 
center seemed strangely out of place 
in this rapidly developing central sec- 
tion of the city. 

Architects Working on Pian. 


The well-known firm of architects, 
Morgan & Dillon, are now wackiantl 
upon the plans for the construction of | 
the building which is to grace this site. 
Work upon the new building will be 
begun as soon as the little brick house 
is torn down. 

The plans call for a fireproof build- 
ing, six storics high, finished in pressed 
brick, granite and terra cotta, which 
will have a frontage of 50 feet and 6 
inches on Walton street, and runs! 
back a distance of 92 feet and 6 inches 
to an 8-foot alley in the rear. There 
are to be two stores in this building, 
on the first floor, between which is 
to be an arcade finished in marble and 
giass running entirely through the 
building to the elevator and stairs in 
the rear. 

Above the first floor are to be lo- 
cated a number of offices and lofts. 

Fine New Structure. 

Across the §8-foot alley referred to 
and with a frontage of 50 feet on Fair- 
lie street, is to be erected a second 
fireproof structure, which is to be three 
stores in height and which is to run 
back 93 feet to an alley 8 feet wide. 
This building, too, is to be finished 
with pressed brick, granite and terra 
cotta. It is to contain two stores suit- 
able for automobile sales and show 
rooms, with the boiler room in the 
rear, while above them are to be fitted 
out lofts for light manufacturing pur- 
poses. 

This location is one of the most de- 
sirable in Atlanta, and the improve- 
ments to be made there will add great- 
ly to the value of the surrounding 


property, which is rapidly enhancing 
in value.

Bishop Morrison Declares That 
ere Is a Lack of 
Orthodoxy. 


Newport News, Va.. November 12.— 
Bishop Morrison made a notable de- 
liverance to the Virginia Methodist 
Episcopal conference here today on 
the subject of the lack, of orthodoxy 
on the part of preachers. He said some 
men go into the ministry and feed 
their families out of the proceeds 
thereof. but stand in the pulpit and 
poison the minds of the people against 
the teachings of the church. 

He saiq it would be a happy day 
for the Southern Methodist church 
when these men got out of it; that 
when a preacher no longer believes 
that Christ is divine except as all 
other men are divine, he is no longer 
a Methodist preacher, and the con- 
ference should hold him strictly to ac- 
count. These remarks were addressed 
to young ministers being admitted to 
full membership in the conference.

“You were right, Walter, and I sure 
was lucky.” “You bet you were,” was 
all that Christie answered. That is 
the way these fellows take it.

Southern Manchuria railway. 


Increase in Wheat Crop. 

Washington, November 12.—There 
has been an increase of nearly three 
hundred million bushels, or fully one- 
sixth, in the production of wheat re- 
cently. harvested in six countries of 
the northern hemisphere. Which in 
1908 produced practically two-thirds 
Of the world’s supply. These coun- 
tries embrace the United States, Can- 
ada, France, Hungary, Russia and 
Roumania. Although improvement 
was noted in the prospects of the 
European sugar beet crop during the 
past month, the probable sugar pro- 
duction during the coming campaign 
is still unofficially estimated consid- 
erably lower than in 1908-09.

Increase in Hog Price. 
Washington, November 12.—A 36 
per cent increase in the price of 
hogs at western markets over a year 
ago is the average reported by the 
department of agriculture as prevail- 
ing on or about November 1. Cattle 
was approximately 18 per cent high- 
er. Receipts of hogs in western mar- 
kets during September and October

Men Favor Acquittal and 
Women Conviction. 


Wives of Jurors May Influence 
Them to Return a Verdict of 
Guilty Against Mme. Stein- 
heil---She May Address Jury 
in Her Own Behalf. 


Paris. November 12.—The entire ses- 
“sion of the Steinheil murder case to- 
day was taken up with an impassion- 
ed plea by Advocate General Trouard 
Riolle for the conviction of the wom- 
an who is charged with having killed 
her husband and her stepmother. and 
by reason of the fact that Mme. Stein- 
heil’s counsel, M. Aubin, is yet to be 
heard. doubt has arisen whether the 
fate of the woman will be given into 
the hands of the jury tomorrow. 

The prosecutor showed neither pity 
nor mercy in his address to the jury. 
He painted the accused woman in the 
blackest of colors—as the most wicked 
tvpe of woman, a born liar and as one 
whose whole life, before.and after the 
crime, justified the presumption of her 
He developed the theory that 
after the rich and generous lover, 
Chouanard, abandoned her in 1907, 
Mme. Steinheil realized she was almost 
at the end of her tether, and said when 
she got Maurice Borderel in her 
clutches she was determined to hold 
him, even at the price of murder. 

Burglars Were Myths.

Not once 
did she interrupt the proceedings, 
though frequently she clenched her 
hands and showed signs of anger when 
the prosecutor made particularly odious 
insinuations against her. It is under- 
stood that at the conclusion of M. 
Aubin’s address, Mme. Steinheil intends 
to take advantage of the privilege ac- 
corded an accused person and address 
the jury in her own behalf. This 
would make a dramatic climax, and, it 
is expected, have @ powerful influence 
on the jury, which tonight is reported 
to be evenly divided as to her guiit 
or innocence. 

Two things must be remembered in 
connection with a French verdict.

is most generally the case, the 
big, the real sensation of the Auto 
Show is a little invention stuck away 
in a modest corner of the entrance hall 
to the Auto Show, and presided over by 
a modest genius, its inventer, J. Frank- 


lin Wilkinson. The invention is a motor 
starter, which is designed to prevent 
broken arms and save wear and tear 
on biceps and tempers. 

There are motor starters that work 
all right, sometimes, and some that 
work all right, maybe, but the Wilkin- 
son is one that works all right all the 
time, according to Mr. Wilkinson, and 


a demonstration of the little contriv- 
ance proves it. If the demonstration 
did not, it would only be sufficient to 
take note of the procession of automo- 
bile manufacturers that visited the ex- 
hibit Friday, and the contracts that 
were closed by the inventor for the 
installation of his machine in some of 
the leading autos ofthe country, among 
them the Chalmers-Detroilt, the Knox, 
the Halladay car and the Metz. 

‘“‘My contrivance does not work with 
a spring.” explained Mr. Wilkinson. 
“The spring invention must be wound 
up first by the motor, and in case the 
energy of the spring should die out be- 
fore the motor responds to it and 
starts, the machine must be cranked. 
In addition, my starter works with the 
foot, and thus I get six times the force 
as I would with the arm, as the musg- 
cles of the leg are six times stronger 
than those of the arm. In fact, the 
force exerted by the leg on my starter 
is such that it can move the whole 
car.”’ 

Mr. Wilkinson gave a demonstration 
of the power applied through his con- 
trivance by exerting a pressure on the 
lever with his foot that drove the car 
several feet across the floor, and would 
have carried it further had it not been 
for the obstructing exhibits. 

The invention is pronounced one o? 
the most important of the automobile 
accessories, and will be most grate- 
fully welcomed by women drivers, who 
shun the arduous and dangerous task 
of ‘“‘cranking.”’
